transverse myelitis, lesions of the corticospinal system, disorders of the basal 
ganglia or cerebellar disorders, hyperkinetic movement disorders such as 
Huntington's Chorea and senile chorea, drug-induced movement disorders, 
hypokinetic movement disorders, progressive supranucleo palsy, astructural 
lesions of the cerebellum, spinal ataxia, Friedreich's ataxia, cerebellar cortical 
degenerations, multiple systems degenerations, Refsum's disease, 
abetalipoprotemia, ataxia, telangiectasia, mitochondrial multisystem disorder, 
acute transverse myelitis, neurogenic muscular atrophies, Alzheimer's disease, 
Down's Syndrome in middle age, Diffuse Lewy body disease. Senile Dementia of 
Lewy body type, Wernicke-Korsakoff syndrome, chronic alcoholism, Creutzfeldt- 
Jakob disease. Subacute sclerosing panencephalitis, Hallerrorden-Spatz disease, 
and Dementia pugilistica. 

158. (New) The method of Claim 147, wherein the TNF-a mediated condition is cancer. 

159. (New) The method of Claim 158, wherein the TNF-a mediated condition is selected 

from the group consisting of TNF-a secreting tumors, leukemias, and 
lymphomas.
